Electors Meet 
To Officially 
Elect Johnson

Ohio Democratic presidential 
electors made it official today 
by casting the state’s 26 Pec­ 
toral votes for Lyndon B. John­ 
son and Hubert H. Humphrey. 
Exactly at noon, the electors, 
headed by farmer Gov. Michael 
V. DiSalle, cast their votes at 
the same time electors in 49 
other states met for the same 
purpose. 
The electors also adopted two 
resolutions expressing bereave­ 
ment over the assassination of 
the late President Kennedy and 
expressing confidence that the 
team of Johnson-Humphrey will 
fulfill the aspirations of the late 
president. 
The Ohio action was to be 
duplicated in all of the other 49 
states. The Johnson-Humphrey 
team carried all but six of the 
50 states. 
lf the 538 electors do the ex­ 
pected, and follow the instruc­ 
tions given them Nov. 3 by some 
70 million voters, Johnson and 
Humphrey will each defeat their 
Republican 
opponents, 
Sen. 
Barry Coldwater and Rep. Wil­ 
liam E. Miller, by margins of 
486 to 52. 
The reason: there are 486 
Democratic electors and 52 Re­ 
publican ones.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Members of a joint conference 
committee trying to bring the 
two 
legislative 
chambers 
to­ 
gether on congressional 
redis­ 
tricting meet today in a bid to 
dear the last major obstacle 
to adjournment 
The committee had one meet­ 
ing last week but Rep. F. K. 
Cassel, R-Wyandot, a member, 
said that session simply let the 
committee “survey the lay of 
the land/* 
Both houses of the legislature 
will have to act on the commit­ 
tee agreement before lawmak­ 
ers—now in the sixth week of 
the special session—can adjourn 
and head home for the holidays. 
Hie Senate has about IO other 
items on its agenda, some of 
which could be resolved this 
afternoon. These include bills to 
raise the pay of lawmakers, 
county officials, and judges—all 
approved by the House. 
Also before the upper cham­ 
ber are measures to abolish the 
Pardon and Parole Commission 
and replace it with an Adult 
Parole Authority, create Cleve­ 
land State University and To­ 
ledo Medical College, and des­ 
ignate next May 4 as the date 
for an election for voters to act 
on a series of Constitutional 
amendments. 
The latter includes a pro­ 
posed amendment to increase 
the terms of House members 
from two to four years and re­ 
quire annual sessions of the 
General Assembly. 
House members, who virtually 
completed their calendar last 
Wednesday, are not expected to 
call another floor session until 
Wednesday. S p e a k e r Roger 
Cloud, K-Logan, indicated he is 
hopeful that by that time the 
Senate will have cleared its cof­ 
fers and the conference com­ 
mittee will have reached accord 
on congressional redistricting.

Johnson and Humphrey were 
victorious 
because they

states whose electoral votes to­ 
taled more than half of the 538- 
member Electoral College, not 
because of their popular-vote 
majority — according to unoffi­ 
cial and incomplete figures — of 
43,627,694 to 27,174,898. 
The Constitution grants to the 
electors the power to elect the 
president. Each state has a 
number of electors equal to its 
total of senators and repre­ 
sentatives, and the candidate 
getting the most votes in each 
state wins all of the state’s elec­ 
toral votes.

by 
the 
23rd 
Amendment to the Constitution 
which gave residents of the na­ 
tions capital the vote in a presi­ 
dential election this year far the 
first time. 
Actually, in order to win a 
majority of electoral votes — 
this year, 270 — a candidate 
only had to win the ll largest 
states 
and 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia. Three victorious can­ 
didates — John Quincy Adams, 
Rutherford B. Hayes and Ben­ 
jamin Harrison — won elections 
iv en though they received fewer 
oopular votes than their chief 
opponents. 
Th electors are mostly loyal 
party workers and office-hold- 
irs, selected by their party in 
recognition of past services and 
because they could be counted 
on to be loyal to the party’s can­ 
didates. 
Most were chosen at state 
party 
conventions, 
although 
some were picked in primaries 
or by their state committees.

Ohio Ranks 
3rd Among 
Industrials 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ohio 
ranked third in the nation in 
total manufacturing activity rn 
1963, the Commerce Department 
said in announcing the results 
ai its 1963 census of manufac­ 
turers. 
And Ohio’s manufacturing ac­ 
tivity increased 33 per cent 
since 1958, the year the last 
census was taken, according to 
the study. 
In 1963, Ohio’s “value added 
by manufacturing" was $15.3 
billion, compared with $11.5 bil­ 
lion in 1958. “Value added” is 
the difference between the total 
value of products shipped and 
the cost of materials. 
New York, with a “value add­ 
ed” of $19 billion, continued to 
hold its position as the leading 
industrial state. California, sec­ 
ond-ranked state with a “value 
added” of $17 billion, 
showed 
the greatest dollar value in­ 
crease of $5.4 billion, an in­ 
crease of 45 per cent over 1958. 
Florida had a “value added” 
increase of 66 per c«mt, highest 
among 
the 
larger 
industrial 
states. 
The Commerce Department’s 
census showed that Ohio last 
year had a total employment 
in m a n u factoring establish­ 
ments of 1.3 million, compared 
with 1.2 million in 1958. Hiey 
worked in 5,645 plants with 20 
or more employes for wages 
totaling $8.1 billion 
the 1963 
survey showed. Of the 1.3 em­ 
ployes, 893,000 were production 
workers on payrolls totaling $5.3 
billion.

Man's Death 
Rigged Like 
Suicide, Claim 


CLEVELAND (AP) — The fa- 
tai shooting of Joseph M. (Joe 
the Bomber) Horay in a Parma 
Heights tavern Saturday after­ 
noon was not the suicide it was 
made to appear, investigating 
police officers said today. 
“Our investigation has shown 
that this was not a suicide," 
said a joint statement by Sher­ 
iff James J. McGettrick and Po­ 
lice Chief Edward Mudra of 
Parma Heights. The sheriff and 
chief said they would present 
facts to County Prosecutor John 
T. Corrigan today and ask that 
charges be filed. 
Horay, 53, was free on bond 
on recent charges of robbing 
safes in two west side bars and 
had a criminal record including 
a 1956 conviction for peddling 
narcotics. 
At the time of his death, Sat­ 
urday afternoon in the Bird 
Cage Lounge, Horay was seat­ 
ed at the bar between Paul 
Bruno, 35, and Charles Clark, 
40, both of Parma Heights. Both 
men have been held in county 
jail since the shooting. 
Bruno, a night club manager 
and once a night club singer, 
told a reporter: “We were sit­ 
ting there drinking, and all of a 
sudden the guy blew his brains 
out." 
Investigating police said that 
when Horay’s body was found, 
with a bullet hole in the left 
temple, the Spanish-make pistol 
from which the shot was fired 
in his left hand, although Horay 
was right-handed.

As Rail Tank 
Car Explodes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—“It 
started hissing," said Battalion 
Fire Chief Raymond Fadley and 
everyone raced away. 
Seconds later, a derailed tank 
car, carrying volatile ethylene 
oxide, 
exploded. 
Hie 
flames 
went 500 feet high, showering 
debris, breaking windows and 
setting the fleeing Fadley’s coat 
afire. 
One fireman said “it was pink 
and white all over us.” A wit­ 
ness described the explosion as 
a “funnel of flame." 
Miraculously, none of the two 
dozen firemen or train crew re­ 
ceived serious injuries. Twenty- 
two received hospital treatment 
The tank car exploded Sunday 
about an hour after 12 cars of a 
33-car New York Central freight 
train jumped the tracks in a 
semi-industrial area in western 
Columbus. 
Firemen were fighting a fire 
at the derailment scene when 
the hissing sound began. 
Fadley, who was knocked to 
the ground by the blast, said 
“I was running and then I was 
falling and then I was running 
again. And then somebody yell­ 
ed to take my coat off." 
Police sealed off an area 
around the derailment 
for

Sit<ln Cases 
To Be Dismissed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court unanimously up­ 
held today the heart of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act—the public ac­ 
commodations section. 
It also ruled that the act re­ 
quires 
dismissal 
of 
charges 
made against civil rights sit-in 
demonstrators before the act 
was passed. 
Justice Tom C. Clark wrote 
the main opinions in all three 
cases. All the other justices 
joined him in the public accom­ 
modations decision, but the vote 
on the sit-in prosecutions was 5 
to 4 with a heated dissent by 
Hugo L. Black. 
In the first test of the contro­ 
versial accommodations provi­ 
sion to come before the tribunal, 
the Supreme Court ruled that 
“Congress 
possessed 
ample 
power” to enact the legislation 
under its authority to regulate 
interstate commerce. 
The provision prohibits dis­ 
crimination in such places as 
hotels, motels, theaters and res­ 
taurants. 
Many of the Civil Rights Act s 
critics had questioned the con­ 
stitutionality of the public ac­ 
commodations section. 
The court dealt today with two 
challenges of the section — one 
from Atlanta and a second from 
Birmingham.

Undesirable Subsidy 


Research activities of the government 
and private industry have been com­ 
ing under an increasingly glaring spot­ 
light in recent years, as the demand 
for top engineering and scientific tal­ 
ent continues to outpace available re­ 
sources. 
At the heart of the controversy o v e r 
priorities in research is the growth of 
government domination in this field. A 
mere d e c a d e ago. private industry 
and government were a l m o s t equal 
in expenditures in research projects, 
with the former spending $2.2 billion a 
year and U n c l e Sam just under $2.7 
billion. 
Today, the government accounts for 
approximately 69 per cent of the total 
outlay. It is not that private research 
has not g r o w n in the last IO years — 
it has, to an annual rate of approximate­ 
ly $5 b i 11 i o n. But research sponsored 
and directed by Washington has in­ 
creased four times to SII billion annual­ 


ly* 
Much of the government's research 
activity is concentrated in its space ef­ 
forts, which in itself has aroused con­ 
siderable criticism. Ample evidence 
suggests the goverment, in its space 
enthusiasm, sponsors much research 
that is marginal or wasteful. 
Now some officials of the government 
have d e c i d e d , upon noting the wide 
disparity between government and pri­ 
vate outlays, that some incentive 
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needed to prod the private sector into 
g r e a t e r investigative and inventive 
efforts. One method now under discus­ 
sion is a credit against income taxes of 
up to 75 per cent of a corporation’s ex­ 
penditures for research and develop­ 
ment. 
Since such expenditures are already 
deductible, another deduction in t h e 
form of a tax credit certainly would 
provide an incentive. But the question 
arises, is this the most desirable way of 
creating research incentive? 
Tax reform advocates strongly oppose 
the granting of further special privileg­ 
es through tax deductions, emphasizing 
that such exclusions are largely respon­ 
sible for the complicated, frequently 
unfair hodge-podge that is the federal 
income tax. 
More to the point on research, how­ 
ever, is a basic debate over quantitative 
versus qualitative production. The gov­ 
ernment is a champion of the quantita­ 
tive approach, particularly in space and 
defense. Up to now, industry has been a 
qualitative researcher, willing to risk 
s c a r c e research dollars only in fields 
showing a fair prospect of success. 
Undoubtedly many, if not most, large 
corporations would make use of a re­ 
search tax credit should it be offered to 
them, but would the resulting flood of 
dollars flowing into marginal or im­ 
practical projects ultimately benefit 
anyone?

It was in March 1945 that an

air bases, a nuclear sub base, a 
Marine division. Army 
special 
forces, airborne groups, naval 
facilities of all kinds for an esti­ 
mated 80.000 American fighting 
men and their families. English 
is the official language, and the 
American dollar is local curren­ 
cy. 
The vast spending by military 
and civilian forces has meant 
jobs and prosperity, giving the 
natives a per capital income of 
$292. one of the highest in t h e 
Pacific. The Ryukus once were 
lowest in income of all of J a ­ 
pan’s prefectures. 
Although much poverty exists 
among the million people in the 
72 i s l a n d s of the Ryukyuan 
chain, new capital is being in­ 
vested with Japanese business­ 
m e n predom inating, 
although 
m ore than IOO American campa- 
nies are now establised.

United States has assumed, in­ 
definitely, control of the area un­ 
til “ the Pacific area is secure” 
and the islands can be returned 
to Japan.
